Paper Company have commenced the 
work on their new dam at Biron, and 
while it will be some little time 
before the work is completed, wben 
it is done there will be a long stretoh 
of the river above Birou thai will be 
deep enough for small motor boats 
and fishing oraft. 


The dam will be raised about 7 


feet and this will baok the water up 
for a long distance above Birou and it 
is probable that small oraft can go 
almost to the dam at Whiting, 


During an interview with Geo. W. 


Mead one day last week that-gentle- 
man stated that he considered favor- 
ably the plan of putting 'in some kind 
of a derrick or roll way at the Biron 
dam by means of whioh small motor 
boats, canoes aud row boats could be 
hoisted o\er the Biiondam, to that in 
going up river from this city they 
could oontinne on their way without 
hindrance at Birou. 


As things are now located a small 


boat can be gotten over the dam at 
Biron by two husky men, but It is no 
fun even with a light boat, while 
with a motor boat it is au imposai 
bility without outside assistance and 
considerable 
delay 
and 
expense. 


When the dam Is raised another seven 
feet it wanld make the transfer much 
more difficult. 


As the dam is now located at Birou 


a small power boat can be run up 
within a few feet of the dam during 
a normal stage of water, and if the 
same conditions exist after the new 
;dam is.put in it will be no great ex 
pense-to put in the proposed apparatn' 
for transferring a boat.

expense. 


When the dam is raised another seven 
feet it would make the transfer much 
more difficult. 


As the dam is now located at Birou 


a small power boat can be run up TotaU 
within a few feet of the dam during 
a normal stage of water, and if the 
same conditions exist after the new 
dam is put in it will be no great ex- 
pense-to pnt in the proposed apparatus 
for transferring a boat. 


Whils the Wisconsin river is not an 


ideal place for motor boating, owing 
to the rise and fall of the water at 
different seasons of the year, and the 
prevalence of rock that stick np from 
the bottom and occasionally knock a 
fluke from a propeller, as a picturesque 
spot it oannot be excelled anywhere, 
and to one who is a lover of the 
beautiful in nature, it never ceases to 
be a wonder and a delight.

Ifugaos. a Primitive People, Have 


Built Extension Terraces That 


Are Well Irrigated. 


Today a tribe in the Philippines, no 


farther advanced than the Igorrotes, 
some of whom have been seen in this 
country, can show the adventurous 
traveler In the Interior of Luzon some 
schemes in terrace construction and 
teats in irrigation that compare cred- 
itably with the best exhibits the Unit- 


ed States reclamation service is ca- 
pable of making. Considering the to- 
tal ignorance of modern machinery, 
the total ignorance of modern, meth- 
ods, prevailing among 
the 
Ifugaos, 


there is, of course, no comparison be- 
tween the ingenuity and the -workman- 
ship of these denizens of the moun- 
tains and trained Caucasians. The 
terraces lie along the side of a steep 
canyon between the native settle- 
ments of Quiangan and Banane in 
Nueva Viscaye province. 
They rise 


like giant steps up the steep ascents 


to the height of-1,200 feet or more, 
extending probably into a secondary 
range of hills, making the extension 
almost 3,000 feet. Each paddr, or ter- 
race plain, or plateau, varies from 
eight tc- forty feet in width and is ap- 
proximately 300 feet long, following 
the contour of the canyon. 
These 


shelves are flooded "with water in the 
spring beforej the rice planting. -; The 
retaining wall of each' terrace IB built 
to about fifteen inches above ths*wa- 
ter level. At the point where the pad- 
•dy meets the canyon' side the 'retain- 


ing wall of the terrace next above 
begins, so that the canon, no matter 
how' steep, presents an unbroken" suc- 
cession of terraces, -which at' one 
period of'the year bears" a striking 
resemblance to tiers of reservoirs, at 
another season to 'tiers of hanging 
gardens.. 'The irrigation 
of (these- 


shelves, with work's extending in one 
instance tor a distance of twelve^ 
miles, is brought about'by the.deflec-* 
tion of mountain streams. , The 'ifu- 
gaos'liave been'doing, in this; respect 
for countless centarles^-what' the Cau-
